REPORT OF THESURVEYOR GENERAL. 


The following is copied from the Re- 
port of the: Surveyor General of this 
State, and relates to the State bounda- 
ry line, along the line of Plumas Couuty, 

“From Antelope Ranch the line pass- 
es along the base of a range of granite 
mountains, which, begining at a point 
about one mile north of the alkali lake 
at the head of Long Valley, continues 
east of and parallel with the boundary, 
to the end of the fifty-eigth mile. The 
western slope of this range is much bro- 
ken by ravines which furrow its side. 
It is destitute of water, and only here 
and there do you find a stunted juniper 
bush, or a straggling nut pine. 

From the fifty-eighth to the sixty-first 
mile we intersect Long Valley, leaving 
it again at the latter named distance, 
and continued across low hills and dry 
ravines for four miles, to the mouth of 
Dry Valley, on the sixty-fifth mile. 

This valley is about three miles wide, 
and some fifteen miles long from east to 
west, abounding in wild rye in the bot- 
tom, and bunch grass upon the sides of 
the surrounding hills. It is destitute of 
‘water, except upon the.slopes of the hills 
on the south, where a few springs of 
good waler are found. It opens into 
Long Valley, which from this point bears 
to the north-west into the Valley of 
Honey Lake, twelve or fifteen miles be- 
low. 

Long Valley is about sixty miles in 
length, varying in width from one to five 
miles. This valley lies between the Si- 
erras on the west, and the granite range 


| already described upon the east, ccm- 


mencing in the mountains, near O’Neil’s. 
In fact the water shed between this and 
the Valley of the Truckee, is not more 
than two miles from the above named 
station. ; 
During the wet season there is a small 
stream running its entire length, but at 
other times water is found only in deep 
holes, and is strongly alkaline. In its 
lower portion are numerous hot springs, 
the most celebrated of which are on the 
ranch of John Robinson, some twenty- 
five chains west of the line, near the end 
of the sixty-third mile. This valley con- 
tains a fair amount of agricultural lands, 
with fine meadows of native grass and 
clover. Snow seldom remains in the 
valley for any considerable length of 
time. The whole valley is settled and 
improved, and considerable stock is rais- 
ed and kept in it. 
~The Honey Lake Road from Washoe 
passes nearly through its. entire length, 
and about midways is the Beckworth 
Pass of the Sierras, opening. from it into 
Sierra Valley, California, and = through

able of which is Winnemucca Valley; 
named from the celebrated Chief of the 
Pi Ute Indians. 

As we have now fairly entered upon 
the desert plains of the Great American 
Basin, it may be well, at this point, to 
notice the leading characteristics of this 
singular country. 

The end of the forty-third mile marks 
the limits of the tall pines and heavy 
forests of the Sierras, with their numer- 
ous springs and streams of the purest 
water on the one hand, and on the 
other are the dry and arid plains of the 
Great Basin, with their vast extent of 
alkali deserts, their rough and timberless 
volcanic hills and lava covered plateaus, 
their numerous mincral and hot springs, 


that tends to impress the mind with that 
idea of pleasure and satisfaction which 
is imparted to it in a country covered 
with a verdant and luxuriant vegctation; 
and while it is- confessed that its hills 
and mountains are filled with the pre- 
cious metals in the most lavish abun. 
dance, the whole country appears as if 
the Creator had ‘cursed the works of his 
own hand, until every feature bears the 
marks of harshness, sterility, and deso- 
lation. 

It is.a fact worthy of mention in a de- 
scription of this region, that the pinon, 
(nut pine), Pinus Edulus of botanist, 
which is first met with among the low 
hills on the eastern slope of the Rocky 
Mountains, is nowhere found west of 
the Sierras, or even on their eastern 
slope, on the granitic formation of these 
mountains proper, although it is some- 
times met with upon spurs, from the 
more recent formation of the Great Ba 
sin, in close proximity to them. 

“This tree was not met with on the 
survey north of Honey Lake Valley, al- 
though the juniper (J. Occidentalis) was 
found as far north as the Oregon bound- 
ary, and Lieutenant Williamson men-_ 
tions it as occuring upon the Klamath 
River, still further north, 

From the end of the sixty-sixth mile 
to the seventy-fourth, we run over a! 
high isolated mountain between Long 
and Dry Valleys and Honey Lake Val- 
ley. This mountain has ~a_ granitic 
base, but the higher portions and sum- 
mits are covered with basaltic peaks, 
which insome places approach to the 
columnar structure. 

The most notable of these peaks is 
one described in the field notes of the 
survey by the name of Boundary Peak 
from its close proximity to the line, and 
which readily serves ,to mark its posi- 
tion for a great distance. 

* The base of this mountain is dry, with 
a moderate growth of juniper, but above 
the granite there is several springs, and 
ove or two streams flowing down ‘its 
northern slope, and while the juniper 
disappears in the vicinity of the basalt, 
it place is supplied by a most luxuriant 
growth of bunch grass which covers the 
summit. 

From the seventy-fourth to the eighty- 
ninth mile we passed across the eastern 
portion of Honey Lake Valley, and, at 
the nearest point, about five miles from 


the Lake. 


This portion of the valley is a lovel 
alkaline plain or bottom;’but a few feet 
above the lake at ordinary stages, and 
during the seascn of high water, is not 
unfrequently submerged, and it is even 
claimed that the waters of this lake are 
sometimes connected with those of Gwin 
and Pyramid Lakes, through the low 
pass upon the east of the former, which 
we have been describing. 

The entire length of Honey Lake Val- 
ley, in the level portion of it, is about 
sixty miles from east to west, and_ its 
width from north to south from fifteen 
1 to twenty miles. 

The greater portion of this valley from 
the head of the Lake eastward is dry and 
barren, and destitute of vegetation for 
the most part, except sage brush and 
greasewood. Numerous hot. springs 
abound in some parts of this valley,’ es- 


pecially upon the north. side, and near

There are btron” g evidences that. this 
valley, as also those of Pyramid and 
the Mud, Lakes, of not others adjourning 
hate af'someiremote period formed an 
inland yea. Such evidences are found 
in the existence of coral reefs:n ‘these 
basing at an altitude much “Above the 
level @f the lakes. 

Avi Rock Springs occurs one of 


those singular formations, consisting of | 


a veef some five hundred, feet in length 
and thirty or forty feet in height. Oth- 
er reefs of less extent occurs in other 
parts of Honey Lake Valley. Among 
these, two varieties were noted: astrea 
ananis and syringapora romulosa. These 
formations will be noted again in the 
description of Mono Lake and Valley, 
where they occur more abundantly, both 
in thd’lake, and on the shore at a great 
clevation above the water. 

Honey Lake, so called from an excre- 
tion produced froma small inseet, and 
popularly known as the “honey-dew,” 
is about twelve miles long by six to 
eight in width. Its waters are shallow 
and strongly alkaline. Upon one or 
two occasion its bed became nearly dry. 
A full and a complete map of this valley 
will be furnished.from such data as will 
give a correct idea of everything of im- 
portance connected with it. 

From the eighty-ninth to the one hun- 
dred and forty-seventh mile, the country 
consists of plateaus, and is almost en- 
tirely of volcanic origin ; it is quite des- 
titute of timber, juniper only being 
found in small quantities, sometimes 
only a single individual or two being 
met with for ten or twelve miles ; again 
considerable quantities are found in 
more favorable localities, the mos con- 
siderable of which ish the southern 
slope of the hills to the northward of 
Pamter Valley, and a second “body of 
some extent north of Big Canon, on 
the one hundred and forty-sccond mile. 

This plateau consists of volcanic la- 
vas and scoria; sometimes occurring 
in horizontal layers of great thickness, 
sometimes broken up in rough and jir- 
regular masses of great height; again; 
the surface is strewn with boulders of 
scoria, and deep, yielding beds of ashes. 

Numerons abrupt canons traverse 
this plateau in every direction. The 
first considerable one is that. of Smoke 
Creek, through which the Humboldt and 
Honey ake Wagon Road passes, affor- 
ding the most feasible and direct 
route between the two sections. The 
road continues up it for only about six 
miles, when it leave the main canon to 
the right, and follows to the canon of 
Rush Creek, a branch of Smoke Creek, 
and from the head of this, a low divide, 
follows down another canon to Honey 
Lake Valley.

Not that the dream has passed, 
but that it has been of no more worth to 
those around us.

Eprror Uxion :—Since my last, noth- 
ing new has transpired in the mining 
line ; consequently my letter must treat 
on something else. It is seldom I leave 
my nest, although the weather contin- 
ues fine, the roads are not in a condition 
to invite one to. promenade, either for 
pleasure or exercise ;, the latter, I bave 
in abundance, in my every day’s voca- 
tion, and not the slightest wish to in- 
crease by running over rough roads. 
Speaking of roads, reminds me of a lit- 
tle enterprise in which the people of 
Quincy are particularly interested, and 


| would do well to engage in, namely-: 


The finishing of the wagon road from 
Quincy to Meadow Valley. The gra- 
ding of it has been done from Meadow 
Valley to the top of Hungarian Hill. 
This, I believe, was considered half the 
distance, and was done by the Meadow 
Valley people, as their part of an agree- 
ment to build a free road. from Meadow 
Valley to Quincy.. This part of the 
road needs but little repairing to fit it 
travel. The bridge aeross Rock creek 
was carried away by the freshet of 761; 
a small: amount will be sufficient to re 
build if; Now, let us ‘take a view of 
the other half which was the part the 
American val’y people were to build. "Phe 
survey ts made and marked by a foot 
trail most of the way. But in some pla- 
ces, at considerable intervals, you can 
see the intention of building a road, by 
a wider.grade. The cost of comphiting 
the road would not exceed a thousand 
dollars ; an amount far below the bene- 
fit that fwould be derived from it in one 
year., Those immediately interested in 
having fhe road built, will, no doubt sub- 
scribe largely i in money or labor. I think 
that few men, if any, will’ be found on 
the Hill, who would not cheerfully con- 
tribute a week's work in aid of it, which 
in the aggregate amounts to several 
months’ work for one man, reducing the 
expense to the district, at Teast one-fifth. 
The roads in. the valley have been 
greatly improved the last year, and un- 
less an unusual freshet, of which there 
is no present prospect, should damage 
them, but slight repairs. will be neces- 
sary. The consequence will be a surplus 
in the road fund, which in my opinion 
could not be better invested, than in fin- 
ishing this road. The result will be five 
miles of free road, of a uniform and ea- 
sy grade ; besides, shortening the road 
the disrance between Meadow Valley 
and Spanish Ranch, and avoiding a. toll- 
gate, which, by the way, is quite an item 
to teamsters. It is a step toward secu- 
ring the travel through American valley 
to Honey Lake and different puints be- 
yond, which, it will be admitted, is of 


no mean importance, and if not facilita- |] 
'to be called Alpine.” 


ted, will be seenred by the Dogtown and 
Chico roads. 

These rival roads should cause as to 
exert ourselves; to improve our own, 
Which, from its central location, should 
‘be the main thoroughfare, and as much 
‘of it as possible, the property of the 
county. This avoids a diversion in fa- 
vor of other roads, the natural conse- 
quences of which will be a large increase 
of travel through this valley, as the re 
sources of the county are developed. The 
discoveries made in the last two years, 
prove Plumas to be one of the richest 
miningtcounties in the State. Gold, 
silver and cdpper ledges were discovered 
almost daily last summer; many of |. 
them have since proved to be of high 
value. I hope the people of Quincy and

A Contest.—Judge Hogan has filed 
a complaint, setting forth that he was 
elected County Judge, and is still enti- 
tled to that office, and that Judge Moore 
has usurped the office, received the emol- 
uments, &c., and prays for judgment, 
that he be declared Judge for four years 
from the date of his election and qualifi- 
cation, and costs. His complaint ig- 
nores the election of Jones ; but of course 
those facts will appear in the answer of 
Judge. Moore. 

From the complaint we can only 
judge that the Judge (Hogan): considers 
the, present Constitution unconstitu- 
tional, and that he is entitled to hold 
over, not because Jones died, but because 
he (Hogan) was elected in 1862, The 
affair is a little mixed, but. it seems to 
us that the present Supreme Court will 
not decide against the legality of their 
own election. If they do, their decision 
will amount to nothing ; and if they ig- 
nore the fact of a change in the Constitu- 
tion, and that Hogan is Judge still, it 
will in effect be a decision that we: are 
still in the 17th Judicial District, that 
Pratt is still Judge thereof, and that we 
have now no Supreme, District, County 
or Probate Courts or Judges. 

A Wicxep But.—One of the Sacra- 
mento delegation has introduced in the 
Assembly a bill to separate the tax col- 
lecting in this county from the office of 
Sheriff. It provides that the separation 
shall ensue on and after the first Monday 
in March next, and that’ the duties of 
Collector shall be performed by the pres- 
ent incumbent of the office of Sheriff un- 
til the general election of 1865, when a 
Collector shall be chosen by the people. 
That“lets out” the Sherifi elect, (Mo. 
Clatchy of the Bee,) and robs his office 
of all its profits, and the sole object -ap- 
pears to be to keep a place forthe pres- 
ent.incumbent, who was beaten for the 
nomination by McOlatchy.
